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ABSTRACT 

The ERIC (Educational Resources Information Center) 
Citations in twenty doctoral dissertations in education, completed in 
1969 and 1974 at the University of Illinois, were examined in this 
study. These dissertations dealt with research in health occupation, 
reading, career, mathematics, music, and English education. 
Comparisons were made between BRIC and non-ERIC citations, and 
between CIJE (Current Index to Journals in Education) and RIE 
(Resources in Education) citations. Frequency counts and percentages 
of citations in different categories were indicated. User profiles 
were compared with previous research results. (SC)

Only 

lu% of the total number of journais covered by CIJE were cited (9h of 

672). Government documents arpeared 39 times for 18%; reports 27 times 

for 13%; books of articles 19 tines for 9%; napers 9 times for Ui; 

serials 9 times for h %} ahaa symposium and a speech 1 time each for 

~5% each. Books accounted for 51% of all ED citations. See Table 2. 

"Books of Arti:les" include artic!es cited in a published book which 


have an author and usually an editor and a unique title. "Papers" are 


identified as papers presented at meetings usually of an association. 
"Symposium" was a heading that vielded one reference and maybe could have 
been included with "Serials." "Government Documents" included federal, 
state, international, and municipal documents and governnent sponsored 
research reports. 

"Serials" were proceedings, annuals, and annals. "Reports" included 
those from departments within a universit:: or research rerorts froma | 
corporation. These are somewhat fugitive because they are not easily | 
obtained through c:mmercial channels. Those citations which did not | 
include an imprint but an ED number were considered reports. "Books" include | 


monographs, association publications, tests, and university rress publications. 
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The fact that KIE abstracted 71x of the total book citations 
is good when you consider the amoun! of books that are published in 
the world, plus all the research reports and povernment documents. 
I believe that the Ciearinghouses glean the best from the unpub lished 
fugitive literature.

Thesis 2 with 60% hits is entitled Professivnal Needs o" Teachers of 
health Occupations Programs, 1974. Half of all citations were found for 
Theses 3 andl. Their titles are respectively Patterns of Intellectual 
Finctioning as Related to Sex Differences in Beginning Reading, 197h, and 
Attitudes of Illinots Public Schoo! Admiristrators Toward Selected Issues 
in Career iducation, 197k. ‘Three dissertations achieved one-third hit ‘ 
ratio or better. 

No success was acnieved by Thesis 20 called E*fect of Role Conflict 
ressivn Managemnt of Schizophrenic 


on the Im S, wiich is about psychology. 


Tnesis 15 scored a very low score bit had the highest boo’ citation total 
of 198; i+. is called An Analysis of Srcia’ factors Afte sting kducaticn 
in Sierra Leone, 1951-1966. Of the non-FD citations in Thesis 15 
110 were to books about this West African country and ifs education 
and another 57 were largely Sierra Leone and Great Britain documents and 
some international government documents. 

Mathematics is the real subject of Thesis 19, which had only 4 hits. 
Graphical Rerresentations of Grours is about such concents as Riemann 


surfaces, the theories of froups, and ellintic functions. The hits were

such books as Goals for School Nathenaties. 

It is easier to find materials on educating a group of peorle such 
as teenagers, excentional children, the physically or mentally 
handicapned than it is to get material on educating in a subject area. 
tRIC is more interested in the theory of teaching than in what to teach. 


Music as a subject for Thesis 17 didn't fair too well with 15% hits. 


The bibliography of An Application of Uruner's Theory of Hental Growth, | 


to_the Teaching of Musica’ Concerts in Beginning Instrufiental Nusic, 1966, 
shows that of 6 care to Jerome S. Bruner only one sretate ina 
book is in Rig. Again the hits include such basic but general books 
A Study of Rusic in the Elementary School: A Conceptual Anproach. 
- It also incluses one very srecilfic renort EDO25200 called ‘Ao Chiitdren 
Concentually <ryranize Musical Sounds, 
Theses numbers 3, 5, and 13 deal with reading. Thesis 3 scored 
50% of the time, as already n>ted. Thesis 5 which is The Functional 


Relationship between an Attending Program_and seyxinning Reading, 17h, 


scored 134 ED's with two references to a government document and an 
article in a book about education of the retarded child to read. 


Thesis 13, A Proprrari or Protessicnal Readings for Secondary English 


Teachers Who Teach in Illinois Schools with Fewer than 350 Students, 
1969, is a massive 37l-page bibliography of readings. As the major work 
for Alfred Junior Lindsey was t»> review and then list the best rrofessional 
literature, the %7-citation bibliograrhy shows that he probably gt: 34% 
of his bok citations through RIE, 

Table 2 shows that books were cited in RIF (109 of 21h total iD 
citations) or 51% of the time. Books of Articles were cited 8.%, 
Government Documents 16, Reports 13%, Parers i:.2%, Serials l.2%, and

In an analysis of the ED numbers that I 
found for 21h citations in the 20 dissertations 31% were available 
from the originai publisher or distributor while only 69% were 
available from ERIC through RIE or a computer search of ERICTAPES.

I: sne Tit*- Index to Resources in 
Education, which covers 1956 to 197h, ED numbers are followed by a 
pound sirn if tne item is ayalaete ouly from the original tision 
or distributor. 

I was finding much material originally published in some form 
by universities and associations was available from iesources in 
tducation. It is difficult to understand wny some ot the books were 
omitted from ERIC. John Holt's How Children Fail (New York, Pitman, 
196L) is an example. 

One report gave me a real question on how it coula not be in 
RIC. Robert Reese's Vocational Techniral Education in Sierra Leone, P 
1257-1959 is put out, by the Colleze of Education of Ohio State Univer- 
sity where the VocaLional and Technical kducation clearinghouse was 
operatini; in 1970 (North Dakota. University. KIC. ExIC at UND, #2). 
The answer is that Onio State University's Vocational and Technica! 
Education clearinghouse was then contributiny to another RIC abstract 
called AIM/ARM that I did not survey but coild have abstracted this 


report.

Thesis 3 too« three hours to check this way. Uron a trir to ERIC/ECE I 
learned they had a Tit:e Index coverin;: these same vears, which had not 
been available at the xducation and Social Science Library. 

The Title Index proved much faster and much more accurate upon 
rechecking theses 1 through 5. I cai estimate that it was  vimes 
faster to check by title. 

hiv methods were to maze only exact matches. For example, the 32nd 

Yearbook of the Claremont iteading Conference was cited, but only the 3utn 
Yearbook wis in RIE. Also, A. MacCaffrey's Comrunicative Comnetence and 
tue Disadvanltazed Child, Proyress Keport, was cited, but only the final 
report is in RIE, - 

Some citations were just plain awful, as "Gerth, H.H., and C. Wright 
Mill (trans. and eds.) From Hax Weber: Essays in Socioloyy. I had to 
loox under "From" and "zssays." This same student rut the translator and 
the author in that order. ‘There are 9 and 60 ways of constructin.: 
bi*liogra*hies and see one of them isn't rignt. 

Journals seem easier for the doctoral students t» nandle a.though 
“ne student listed "Mcnaghan, W. G. Re-examin: an Assum:tion: ‘ihe 
Adaptation of Schoo!s to tne Culturally Diftferenty. (Current Index of. 
Journals in Education), bd ‘O3h-6h6, 171." Tis entry isn't even to 
a specific journal. It is tw a resume in Current Index to Journals in 
Educaticn..

Current Index to Journals in kducation which now indexes in whole 


or in part 750 journals (Houston, # 3) is a real success in cccounting 


for 56% of the Jjourna: citations (32° of 591). As I have alresdy indicated 


61% of hiIG citations found in these 20 dissertations are to CIlui journals.

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Thirteen of 9; journals aceounted for 135 citations of the 329 total 
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B's. Fourteen rer cent of the jourrals accounted for h2% of the citations. 4 
They were cited between 5 to 48 times in from 1 to h theses. Of 578 journal 
titles indexed and abstracted in ClJii 867 were never cited.

Thesis 2 entitled Professional iducation iieeds of Teachers of 
Healtn Occurations Programs two journals) and 7 times each. Thesis 3 


entitled Patterns of Intellectual Functioning as Related to Sex 
Differences in Berinning Reading cited two journals Child Develorment 


and Journal or tducational Psychology 8 and 6 times eacn. 

I conclde thst dissertations are shaped ty one journal 2/3 of the 
time and by two or three main journals 1/3 of fhe time, ii five citations 
to the same journal is considered sirnificant.

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Fry's bvaluation Study of ERIC Prodvets and Services sent 
questionnaires to many ERIC users o! which 437 resporded. From 
their res:onses he ana!yzed who the users are, how their use of 
ClJi comrares with Etucetion Index and with Kesearch in Education. 

He demonstrates statistically how successful the rroducts and services 
of ERIC are in meeting te needs of its users and su:gests what should 
be done to improve gducational Resources Information Service and 

its information storage and retrieval system in the fture. The 
revort is ds a Tenrethy four volu.es of micreSielhe and 9 cunnmary 
volune. I used the summary volume end volume one because it fave me. 
an overview of how well ERIC is doing as far as praduate students 

are concerned. (Fry, #l and #5). 

Table 1.) of the Evaluation (#4) shows the mean number of users 
of cRIC rublications rer week by primary association. People from 
colleres and universities used RIE 17 times while the overall use 
was 12h. Academic use was then 1%. Academic use of CIJE was 16 
times of an overall use of 90 times a week for 10%. The searches

"Wine of every ten users rerorted that. they obtained informati:n 
through the ERIC system which they probably w uld not, have found 
otherwise. ror most of the users, the frequency of this exrerience 
varied between one and ten times." (#1, ee 25). 
Frv characterizes tHIC users as follows, "Anproximitely oneshalf 
= 
of ERIC users were associated wilh colleres and universities; one- 
fourth were local school personnel. Graduate students and teachers

The Summary Volume by Fry (#li, p. 27) says, "The typical ERIC 
user is a female rraduate student or teacher about thirty years old 
vith a master's derree. She likely has conducted research but has not 
yet rublished professionally." He pres onto say thot five of ten 
users held a master's derree, the averare are was 35, and wlipneie 
more than half were female. 
At. the Universit: of North Dakota Library the ERIC staff held 
many class sessions f.r undergraduate and graduate students. The ERIC mn eg 
Center processed in April of 1976 1000 users who requested 3000 microfiche 
and microfilm, In the 197-1975 academic vear 2127 users requested 
7903 microfiche, 1723 winsehed were done of which 1582 searches were q 


oy batch mote cemruter search, and 5000 hard cory s'eets were reproduced 


from microform, (North Dakota. University. ERIC. Unpublished data, #6). 
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Table 3D (Fry, #5, p. 59) revex!s that "The ERIC sytem is used 
primarily oy recent college praduates whose primary alfiliations are 
with colleges and universities. One might hypothesize that the majority 
of users are graduate students involved in a research activity." 

Fry continues, "when asked about professional interest areas, the ~~. 
ERIC ition did not. resrond particulary well, Approximately 1/5 of 7 
the persons filling »ut the questionnaire did not answer this 
question (see Table 3F). The perssns that did respond did not 


show a particular predisposition to any of the kRIC organizational 


classifications. Rather, the primary interests of the ERTC users 


seem to be scattered across the rnossible classifications. ‘Ine 
Reading (15.6%) and the Library and Information Services (12.3%) 
were slis:htly higher than the other categories with respect to the 
rercent of users' interests. This would indicate that rersons with 
a wide variety of academic preparation and interest use the ERIC 
system rather than rersons of similar interests." - 

Fry.sumnarizes (#5, p. 60), "Generally, these data suggest that: 
Slishtly more females than males use the ERIC system; about 90% of the 
users are college graduates; most of the users are 35 years of age or 
less; about 1/3 are graduate students: about 1/l) are teachers; over 1/2 
of these rersons have conducted research; about 1/k have puslished: 
and no academic interest groun in the educational community dominates 
the use of the ERIC system." To put it exactly praduate students, 
according to Table 3H, comprise the largest percentare of the users 
at 27.9%. How many of these are doctoral students is not shown. 

Tew these doctoral students obtained information may be indicated 
by the facts that 22.l% indicated journal articles were the most imports 
an* channel of communivation; 18.8% said oral communication; and 11.7% 


said abstracting and indexing services. Journal articles were chosen 
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Pare 13 
as the secena most. imrortant channe of communication by 22.1% of LRIC 
users, Books and monographs were nomed as the second most imrortant 
channel by 16.1%.
